HOW INDIANS FIGHT.

h^"I have bad m^ny ycura experience as a 
.purchasei' o* sauulc-hoi'ses," remarked a 
'Major ol cavalry, 01 his way to Chicusfi 'o 
a St. Louis fost-J}i»palch roportcx1 in tue cor- 
ridor 01 the South:™. Hotel this rooruitiij, 
," having boon a mon,;bcr or liorsu boards Ior 
ut Icasi thirty years, ami liavicp housht 
thousands of cavalry horses for t'.io United 
States service. I therefore foel that 1 know 
whereof I speak when I siiy tl'.iit the supply 
of Rood saddle-horses in Uio country i« 
smaller than it. lias beer, at any lime f-inco 
thu war. * I do not aican tliat llicre aro fewer 
thoroughbreds. Ior there are probably more, 
but horses suitable for other purposes than 
rac'in£ and park use; arc beecniii:£ rarer 
every day, and although tho price paid by 
tho Government is higher than it has been 
for the lust twenty years, it is very (liPJcult 
to secure proper remounts for the cavalry, 
while ten, or even live, years ago at least 
three li:r.es as many horses ablo to pass 
muster as tho advertisements called for. 


• " I liuvo served on tho plains nearly eon- 
tinnoiisly for nioro tlian thirty-Jivo years," 
continued tho speaker, " and am tolerably 
lamiliar with all tho features oC cavalry 
life. A ntvalryinan always has a frontier 
station and only sees civilization during his 
brief leaves. Civilians do not realize tho 
hardships and exposures to v.'hich a cavalry- 
man is subjected. He has-.seasons of idle- 
ness, but also lunjj periods of ^rcat exer- 
tion, and as a proof of tiio effect of his life it 
can be safely stated Hint snircely ono man 
out, of ten reaches tho ago of 1'orty-livc with- 
out being seriously-broken down. Indian 
campaigns are iho cause of this. I have 
fought und chased Indian* from tho British 
line lo the Rio Grande, and know wlmt cam- 
paigning moans. Tho Indians always get a 
tremendous start of the cavalry, nr.d sel- 
dom aro overtaken. The arir.y has been 
blamed for its ill-suivoss, but whon the cir- 
cumstances are understood i- is wonderful 
that so much as IJCOH accomplished. Tiio 
Indians never uUompt to commit, outrages 
in Iho vicinity of an armj post, and news 
seldom used to arrive until twenty-foor 
hours or more Lai! elapsed, and the fndians 
had a long start. Nearly always they were 
provided with remounts, the loose horses 
being driven before the band, and when an 
ar.imal sliows signs of fatigue another was 
rcniuuiiloil and the light continued on n 
I'rosh animal. 
Horses aro 
u'.so stolen 


wherever met with, and tin; consequence is 
that tlie IroDpL'r, wiio is coniined to the USD 
of r. single ani;r,al, lias r. pour chance of 
overtaking the Indiana. As a general thing 
they can light or escape as they please, aiul 
never ilo the former except, when in over- 
whelming numbers. The fatigues of ouc of 
these rraillcss rr.r.ivhos, generally made ou 
short rations to secure celerity of move- 
ment by avoiding carrying baggage, can 
well be laiagincd, and the condition of man 
and beast after a two-months' campaign is 
wrelchi'd iti the extreme. 


"Nowadays tlie uctivo Indian campaign- 


ing is conlincd to Arizona, but when I was 
a. young man the Northern Sioux, Northern 
Chcyennca, Fiegans, and JJlackfcet in the 
Xortli; tlie youthern Sioux and the Clicy- 
cnnes and Arapahyes on the central plains, 
and the CoiiKinches and Kiowas, south 
d' tlie 
Arkansas, kept 
us 
busy 
all 


tho time. 
Of nil thcso Indians 
the 


Kiowas wore the best drilled, it being 
hard to distinguish them from the dragoons 
at a distance of two or three miles. The 
Coaiaiiehcs never deserved their great rep- 
utation, as they were poor lighters, doiLj 
well against the Mexicans, but never stand- 
ing against United States troops. 
The 


Che3TCnnes were noted far and wide as the 
most detei'iuinei! and fiercest lighters, but 
their energies \vcro rr.oro constantly di- 
rected against their hereditary enemies, 
tho Utes, than against tho whites. Tbe 
Sioux were the largest and most powerful 
tribe, and gavo us more troublo than any 
others. They wcro in their way as well 
drilled as thclvio\vas. I myself having seen 
a single chief direct the movements of n 
thousand warriors, scattered overan extent 
of country jive miles iu diameter, simply by 
Hashing a little mirror held :r. the hand. 
Tho Jilackfect,, being foot Indians, wcro 
inoro easily reached, and after one or two 
lessons never gave any ir.oro trouble, al- 
though last winter they threatened an out 
break. 
Tlio Crows and Pawnees being 


hated by all other tribes, wcro our allies, 
and made onr best trailers. 
Tho Utes, 


while less daring than the plains Indians, 
from tbeir situation in tlio mountains 
•were enabled to ambush tho troops very 
easily, and many lives have boon lost ia 
this way. 
Fighting withal was rather a 


rim than a combat, and tho troops had for 
many years little cLauco against them on 
account of their great celerity of move- 
ment. It was not until tbc winter of ISTO, 
when General Nelson A. Miles began his 
scries of winter campaigns, that tho plains 
Indians wore thoroughly subdued. Tbat 
oftk'i'r followed their trail in the coldest 
wouthor, drove them from their winter 
c'auips, and, although unable to overtake 
them, kept them constantly on the move. 
Tho Indians, sensitive to cold, and ill pro- 
vided with clothing, died lilto saecp of 
hardship and exposure, and onebyono tho 
bands, fairly tired out, carno in, surren- 
dered, and were disarmed and put on 
reservations. Tho wintor campaign more 
than any thing else broke the power of tho 
plains tribes, but ut terrible expense to tlio 
troops, who were exposed lo the fury of tho 
"Western storms iu tho coldest months in 
the year. The youngsters in. Iho army re- 
gret tho disappearance of the Indians, but 
we old fellows, who Jiuou' what a winter 
march is, are most thankful Uiat they ara 
over, probably forever."
